Divorce: 
no  road  to 
happiness 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP) 
—  People  who  divorce  their 
spouses  when  marriages  get 
rocky  are  less  likely  to  find 
happiness  than  those  who 
stay  married,  according  to  a 
recent  study  by  a  team  of 
leading  family  scholars. 

The  study,  the  first  of  its 
kind,  found  no  Evidence  that 
unhappily  married  adults 
who  divorced  were  typically 
any  happier  than  uninappily 
married  ^ople  who  stayed 
married.  Wsearchers,  leci  by 
University  of  Chicago  sociol¬ 
ogist  Linda  Waite,  al^  deter¬ 
mined  that  two-thirds  of 
unhappily  married  spouses 
who  stayed  married  reported 
that  their  n^arriages  were 
happy  five  years  later. 

Divorce  did  not  typically 
reduce  symptoms  of  depres¬ 
sion  or  raise  self-esteem,  the 
study  found. 

The  data,  presented  July 
12  in  Arlington,  Va.,  at  the 
Smart  Marriage  conference 
sponsored  by  the  Coalition 
for  Marriage,  Families  and 
Couples  Education,  was  col¬ 
lected  by  the  National 
Survey  of  Family  and 
Households,  a  nationally 
representative  survey  that 
extensively  measures  per¬ 
sonal  and  marital  happiness.

I  read  with  great  interest  the 
editorial  by  Wuliam  Perkins  in 
the  June  20  edition  of  The  Baptist 
Record.
